REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 24-43 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The specific 
limitations of the ring-shaped barrier being sandwiched between the body flange and the outer 
flange in a way that allows the flatus gases to escape only by passing from the inner bag to the 
outer bag are not anticipated or made obvious by the prior art of record. The closest reference of 
record , US 5,690,622 teaches an opening 15 (Fig. 4) being covered by a flatus filter 19 (Fig. 4; 
Col. 3, lines 44-48). 

However US 5,690,622 fails to teach or suggest the specific limitations of the ring- 
shaped barrier being sandwiched between the body flange and the outer flange allowing the 
flatus gases to pass from the inner bag to the outer bag, what avoids the damage of the flatus 
filter from the external forces during the use by the wearer.
